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DETAILED ACTION 

This application, 10/010,239, has been examined. Claims 1-8 are pending. 

Drawings 

1. The drawings are objected to because in Figures 1-4, the character of the lines, 
numbers and letters are unsatisfactory; additionally in Figure 4, the lettering is difficult to 
read.
